New Fence Line Law. 


It is nqt generally known that during 


the session pi the Legislature of 1905 a 
law was passed whereby one party ;o a 
line fence could not compel the other 
party to build hs share of the fence, as 
the case may be. Where a party interest- 
ed in a lice fence has his ewn fence in 
good repair >nd his neighbor refuses to 
build or re-pair hjs share of fence, be gqee 
to the auditors and makes complaint to 
them. Tbe auditors arc required to es- 
e,m}ne the fence and the need of it. 
If 


they find the complaint well founded, 
they report the same to a justice of the 
peace, who is required to give the failing 
parties notice to repair or build the fence 
within forty days. If he does not do it 
the other party may build it and collect 
tlie ooit of it 


If the auditors find that (be fence is in 


good repair, or that no fencp is needed, 
the auditors are to receive $2 each, to be 
paid by the patty whom they find at 
fault.

BOBOUGH MAY OWN PLANT. 


Talk of municipal ownership of the 


sewerage plant came to something like a 
head, last evening, when town council re- 
ceived a communication from John D, 
Harris, president of tbe Ooylestowo Sew- 
erage Company, announcing that the 
plant is for sale sod and offering to give 
the borough tbe first chance. Council 
seemed favorably disposed and it was 
decided to have a conference with Mr. 
Harris to talk over Ihe matter in detail 
and have citizens of the town present to 
express their views. U there seems to 
be a diapasition on the part of the peo- 
ple to buy tbe plant, providing the con- 
ditions are right, an engineer may be 
employed to inspect the plant and pass 
upon its efficiency to furnish practical 
sewerage for the whole town. 
At present 


it does not accomplish this, but it is con- 
tended that the expenditure of a few hun- 
dred dollars would make it an Ideal 
plant. Engineers who have seen the sys- 
tem say the town is ideally located and 
that the underground work is aii right. 
Council feels that 16 would be better for 
the borough to own the plant and see 
that it is conducted properly, rather 
than be in the grip of a foreign corpor- 
ation which might not have the sanitary 
welfare of the town, BB well as tho purses 
of the people, at heart. 


Aside from the sewerage matter Coun- 


cil had another interesting proposition 
before it from the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. It was not an official matter as a 
suggestion b«d only been received from 
the company that it would pave Main 
street from the Monument House to the 
borougli line, a distance of probably 1000 
feet, with vitrified brick from curb to 
curt), providing the borough puts in curb- 
ing where tnere is none at present, in 
order to Keep the bricks in position. This 
would be practically giving the town 
what one of the Oouncilmen once styled 
a "metropolitan 
boulevard" on one of 


the worst, streets. It was not official, of 
course, but it IB safe to aaaume that tlie 
trolley people eipect to do something 
of the Kind, and yet council, instead of 
considering it, looked up an old ordi- 
nance granted a predecessor of the P. B. 
T., which provides that the company 
shall belgian block inside the rails and 
lor a distance of 16 inches outside, and 
passed a resolution demanding that the 
said P. R. T. comply with it immediate- 
ly, 
Saort-sighted? Well, at least the 


dear Borough Fathers seemed to forget 
that mo lasses catches more flies than vin- 
egar. 


And that wasn't all tbe Counilmen did, 


They worked overtime and »considered 
several nuisances as the result of which 
they did the following things: 


Decided to stop reckless antomobiling 


in town by putting np warning signs at 
the borough limits and directing the 
officer to arrest all chaufferB who exceed 
the Bpeed limit. 


Decided to notify the Rapid Transit 


Company to stop running its cars so 
recklessly in the borough. One council- 
man said the cars had been running 
thirty miles an hour on Main street, 
nearly causing serious accidents at the 
intersecting streets. 


Decided to stop ice cream venders from 


going around town clanging large bells to 
the great annoyance of the residents. 


Visitors usually find the big marble 


shaft erected in memory of the dead 
members of the 104th Regiment, 
in 


Monument Square, the Srst tluog of in- 
terest their eyes rest upon and, 
like 


the majority of residents of this place, 
know nothing of how it came to be 
erected. 
General W. W. H. Davis, com- 


mander of tbe 101th 
Regiment, ex- 


plained to the Gazette correspondent, 
some of its history this week, and it is 
quite interesting. "That handsome shaft 
is a matter of great pride to me," he 
said, "partly because I was instrumental 
in having it erected. 
Before I went to 


war I decided to do two things—write the 
history of the regiment and erect a mon- 
ument to its dead. I wrote the history 
and brought about the erection 
of the 


monument. 
Men of the regiment really 


raised most of the money, and did it in a 
peculiar manner. While they were "out" 
:he bread they received was miserable 
and they gained permission to have a 
bakery from which they realized about 
$2000. 
As it 
could not be disbursed 


with permission of the Secretary of War 
I secured that authority to use $1600'of It 
toward erecting the monument, wiiich 
cost about $3000. The cannons which de- 
corate each corner were procured from 
the Government by Caleb N. Taylor, 
Congressman from Bucks, and be made 
a provision in his will that 11 the Govern- 
ment ever claimed anything for them it 
was to be paid out of bis estate. 
With 


the money that was left over I bnilt the 
fountain in front of the Court Honse." 
An interesting bit of local history I

"At that Hopper ants loose a few bars 


from 'Happyland' and the 'Squire shakes 
hands again. 'Pleased to meet yon, more, 
than pleased,' he chortles and then he 
tuins to Joe. 


"When Joe gives his name the 'Squire 


just seemed ready to collapse. 'Glad ter 
meet, you, too,' he says, 'I was In ter see 
yer once in York. Air you really truly 
the funny man on tbe stage?' 


"Joe let ont a line of his own German 


that was a scream. The 'Squire cried: 
'That's him.' 


"Then tho'Squire struck Bell," inter- 


posed Weber, "and Digby did his little 
stunt in style. By this time we were all 
congratulating ourselves and the 'Squire 
leaned over and again shook us all by the 
hand. 
" 'I bave always hoped I would some 


day meet some of you gentlemen person- 
ally, ' he said, 'and it has been a great 
pleasure for me. I shall not detain you 
any longer as. soon as you settle tbe $9.75 
each wbich the law imposes upon you.' 


"It was beginning to rain outside, hut

LEAR REFUSED 


NEW TRIAL 


Good Will defeated Delanoo A. 0., m 


Delanco, last Saturday by tbe eoore of 7 
to 6. 


Tbe United States Appellate Oour 


handed down a decision Monday denying 
a new trial to Henry Lear, formerly pre- 
sident of tbe Doylostown National Bank 
convicted of having misappropriated tbe 
bank's fundi. 
At almost tbe sarao time 


Judge McPherson, of tbe District Court, 
Philadelphia, Sled an order, refusing i 
new trial to George Pbiller Brock, who 
hud been cashier of the bank, who, it was 
charged, had assisted in the wrecking o! 
the bank. Judge Gray wrote a voluni- 
nous opinion conceniog Lear, and Judge 
Archibald concurred in the decision. 


The District 
Conn's 
decision of 


Brock's case simply denied the motion 
for a new trial without comment. 


ACCUSED ODT ON BAIL. 


Both Lear and Brock are out on $10,000 


bail. 'J'be District Court refused Lear a 
new trial and sentenced him to five years 
in the Eaitnrn Penitentiary. 
No sent- 


ence has been imposed upon Brock, but 
it is expected that tie will soon be noti- 
fied to appear before .Judge McPherson 
for sentence. 


Lear will not he summoned until tbe 


mandftte is returned irom the Appellate 
to the District Court, which usnullj-takes 
thirty clajs. His bondsmen ninst then 
surrender Lear, and an additional five 
days is then allowed for an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 


RULING OP TilE COURT. 


Tliu Appellate Court's ruling, after an 


elaborate rovision of the evidence, de- 
clares that Lear obtained money from the 
bank 'without the knowledge of the board 
of directors and, witb the connivance of 
the cashier, procuring it "unlawfully and 
with intention to defraud the bank and 
convert the eame to bis own use." Lear 
was convicted on the third count of the 
indictment, and Judge Gray buses his 
opinion on a demand note of $10,000. 
The Court sustains the contention that 
the jury was wanantpd by the evidence 
in finding that the money was obtained 
without regard 
tr> tne security of the 


bank and with the intent that the bank 
should without its knowledge or conacnt, 
tako tne risk of Lear being abla to make 
a return. 


ARREST OF LEAK AND BROCK. 
Henry Lear, with George P. Brock, his 


brother-in-law, was arrnated shortly tifttr 
the Doylestown institution had been de- 
clared insolvent and its doom closed, on 
July 26, 1908. 
Both were chatged with 


having defrauded the bank ot more than 
$130,000 by means of oveidrafts,unsecured 
notes and other methods. 
The Govern- 


ment elected to try Lear's wise first, and 
a conviction was obtained utter two jur- 
ies had considered the case and an- 
nounced their inability to agree. 
After 


the second trial it wai thought that the 
case would ba dropped, but the Govern- 
ment, upsetting precedent, ordered a 
third trial, and then came the conviction. 


A motion for u now trial was denied 


and LcarS sentence and appeal tollowod. 
Brook was theu tried and convicted 


A tremendous fight has been made to 


save the men from the penitentiary.

LEAR GOES TO PHILADELPHIA.

Since his trial he has been re- 
siding at his home in Doylestown, and it 
is expected that he will hold a conference 
today with bis lawyers in Philadelphia 
regarding further Bteps to be taken to 
have the sentence stayed.

bates the following to the Doylestown 
Democrat: 


By an overwhelming majority the vot 


era of Bristol borough have decided that 
the municipality shall bond ttie town and 
borrow $100,000 for the purpose of erect 
ing Water Works. The old Water Corn 
pany made an abortive effort to atop the 
holding of an election by asking Judge 
Stout to grant an Injunction, but be re 
fused. 


No-one thinks, however, that the Wat 


er Company are going to lie down and let 
the borough authorities go ahead withoul 
making an effort to atop them. Shoulc 
the borough succeed tn overcoming the 
opposition of the old company tbe new 
plant will no doubt be a model and wll! 
furnish an abundant supply of pure and 
sparkling water to our citizens for gene- 
rations to come. 


In theory municipal ownership of pub- 


lic utilities is ideal. That it does not al- 
ways work out satisfactorily ij not be- 
cause tbe doctrine of public ownership is 
wrong, but because political favoritism 
often creeps in and the public works are 
used as an adjunct for tbe pnrpose of 
boosting the dominant party. 


Canal to Break Coal Trust. 


The Lehigh oanul begins at Ooalport, 


near Mauch Chunk and extends to East- 
on. From this place the Delaware Divi 
lion canal runs to Bristol and 
empties 


into the river at this point, which 
makes an independent water route from 
tbe anthracite region to tidewater, oper- 
ated by the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Company.

Mediaeval Diplomacy. 


Venice was the leader in mediaeval 


diplomacy, nnd its ambassadors were 
compelled to keep close watch over all 
Venetian interests in foreign places. 
According to a law of 1268, ambassa- 
dors were not allowed to be accom- 
panied on their missions by their wives 
lest state secrets should leak out. 
They must, however, take their own 
cooks to avoid being poisoned. No 
present could be received without the 
consent of the state After 1288 each 
envoy was required by law to file a 
written report of his ministry with the 
keeper of the archives. Later It was 
made unlawful for an ambassador to 
hold conversation with strangers or 
to write letters on political questions 
addressed to persons not connected 
with the government. So severe were 
the regulations that it became a diffi- 
cult matter to obtain the best men for 
the foreign service. Fines had to be 
imposed upon the appointees who re- 
fused to depart for their posts.
